other damning documents,” says 
a confidential source. “As a re- 
sult, our government was privy 
to the intense debate Diana’s 
killing caused at the highest 
levels of British society.

J years old, Spencer Stone 

^■was known as “Captain 
America” in his California 
neighborhood because of his 
courageous childhood exploits. 

All it would take were the 
words “Let’s go,” from best pal 
Alek Skarlatos for the all-action 
kid to launch into battle against 
the imaginary bad guys in “Air- 
soft” war games with fake guns 
firing harmless plastic bullets. 

“We’d basically turn this neigh- 
borhood into a war zone,” Alek’s 
older brother, Peter, said in an in- 
terview. “Spencer and Alek were 
all action-oriented kinds of guys.” 

Fast forward to August 23, and 
Stone, now 21 and a USAF Air- 
man, was snoozing on board a 
high-speed Amsterdam to Paris 
train when he was awakened 
by those same two words from 
Skarlatos. 

In an instant, the former foot- 
ball and lacrosse star from 
Carmichael, California, was 
bowling 20 feet down the narrow 
train corridor to tackle an armed 
terrorist with an AK-47 assault 
rifle, a Luger handgun and boxes 
of ammunition, who was about to 
open fire in a murderous real-life 
shooting spree. 

Despite being slashed multiple 
times with a box cutter - getting 
his thumb almost sliced off in the 
process - unarmed Stone crashed 
into the shooter, Moroccan 
Ayoub El Khazzani, and began 
grappling for his gun. 

Skarlatos, 22, was right behind 
his friend and with a third pal, 
Anthony Sadler, whom the oth- 
er two had known since middle 
school, they overpowered the ter- 
rorist, knocking him unconscious 
before hog-tying him. 

The three were vacationing 
together in Europe when duty 
suddenly called. 

“Spence and Alek are the two 


guys who we should really thank 
the most because they were the 
first ones who actually got up 
and did it,” said British passenger 
Chris Norman, who also helped 
tackle the gunman. 

Stone suffered wounds in the 
head and neck, and almost lost 
his eye. In the fracas, the gunman 
twice put the pistol to Stone’s 
head and pulled the trigger. “But 
it clicked twice and didn’t go off,” 
Joyce Eskel, Stone’s mother, said 
her son told her. 

Going to the aid of his friend, 
Skarlatos managed to wrestle 
the assault rifle away from 
the would-be killer and pin him 


to the ground, choking him 
until he lost consciousness. 

“When I talked to Spencer, he 
said, J would have been killed if 
it wasn’t for Alex,”’ said Joyce 
Eskel. 

“My brother had to take the 
gun from the guy and started 
hitting him in the face with it 


because he was stabbing his 
friend,” said another of Skarla- 
tos’s brothers, Solon. 

Despite Stone’s injuries, he 
also saved the life of another 
brave fellow American, univer- 
sity professor Mark Moogalian, 
who was the first to spot the 
danger and was shot in the neck

Proud relatives back in 
California said the heroes didn’t 
hesitate when a gunshot and t 
smashing glass shattered the j 
peaceful train journey. 

Skarlatos shook his friend 


awake. “Alek said to Spencer, 
‘Let’s go,”’ explained Mrs. 
Eskel. 

When they saw the shooter’s 
gun had jammed they knew 
they had just moments to act. 

She said the two friends 
grew up loving playing mili- 
tary games together. “When 
Spencer was little he had a 
birthday cake with army men 
on top,” she added.

D emocratic presidential hope- 
ful Hillary Clinton is reeling after 
being exposed by a prominent 
psychiatrist as a woman who has 
trouble with the truth and yearns 
for an intimate relationship with a 
powerful female.

Like his kill-crazy idols, for- 
mer TV newsman Flanagan, 
who had been fired from his job 
at the same Moneta, Va., sta- 
tion where his victims worked, 
would take the cowardly way 
out. He fatally shot himself af- 
ter killing Parker and Ward 
and wounding chamber of com- 
merce exec Vicki Gardner, who 
they were interviewing. She 
luckily survived. 

Incredibly, the 41-year-old 


monster, whose on-air name 
was Bryce Williams, filmed 
the horrific slaughter, and 
then shamefully tried to tar the 
squeaky-clean images of his vic- 
tims in Twitter messages. 

The despicable creep com- 
plained Parker was hired by 
WDBJ-TV after he’d filed a 
claim that she had made “racist 
comments” with Equal Employ- 
ment Opportunity Commission 
(EEOC). 

But station manager Jeff 
Marks notes the bitter former 
employee’s charge was “dis- 
missed... out of hand” by the 


He was determined to copycat 
Virginia Tech monster Seung- 
Hui Cho, who slaughtered 32 in 
2007, and Columbine shooters 
Eric Harris and Dylan Klebold, 
who cut down 13 in 1999. 

In a shocking 23-page mani- 
festo detailing his murderous 
actions and suicide, Flanagan

pointing out “slights” he suffered 
because he was a gay, African- 
American. He claimed personal 
attacks by black men and white 
women justified his rampage. 

He wrote that he bought a 
gun and planned his killing 
spree after the slaughter of nine 
African-Americans in a 
Charleston, S.C., church. He 
also claimed his diety spoke to 
him - and told him to do avenge 
the injustice. 

But his excuses don’t hold 
water. He was fired from WDB J 
because of his bullying and 
clashes with other staff. 


Former co-worker Nick Beaty, 
25, described Flanagan as “ex- 
tremely violent” and a walking 
time bomb. 

Beaty, who worked as a cam- 
eraman with Flanagan, says the 
big man would start fights with 
co-workers and then accuse 
them of being racist. 

“He would be working with a 
cameraman and they would get 
in a little argument with him,” 
recalls Beaty. “He would come 
back with some crazy excuse 
that the photographer was a rac- 
ist or he was verbally abusive.” 

Beaty says station staff would 
be mystified by his complaints 
saying, “What is going on? 


None of this is true.” 

But Flanagan was filled with 
“pure rage - you could see it in 
his eyes,” according to Beaty, 
who says the man would “snap” 
if things weren’t going his way. 

“You could see the fire in his 
eyes. I am a small guy and he is 
extremely huge. It was my job 
to calm him down.” 

When Flanagan was fired, he 
refused to leave the station’s 
headquarters and had a stand- 
off with cops. Other workers 
had to clear the building - until 
police took him away. 

“It was so intense,” recalls 
Beaty. 

Police ended up guarding the 
station for weeks afterwards 
because “we were legitimately 
scared he would come back and 
do this exact kind of thing,” says 
Beaty. 

“We all had issues with him. 
He was just a nut job.”

EEOC “and that was that.” 

The twisted killer also blasted 
Ward for reporting him to hu- 
man resources at the station 
after an argument. 

But Marks noted that the hulk- 
ing reporter had a “reputation 
for being difficult to work with” 
and liked to provoke arguments. 

After a series of encounters, 
news director Dan Dennison 
told Flanagan to seek psy- 
chological help in December 
2012. Flanagan was fired three 
months later.

am ■ EVER let your past determine 
your future.” 

That’s one of the inspirational 
messages ex-stripper Tricia 
Abney posted on her Facebook page 
- but her past may lead to a stretch in 
prison after she was charged with a 
savage 20-year-old murder! 

Back in June 1995, Abney was 
dancing in a Birmingham, Ala., strip 
joint called Sammy’s when cops say 
she lured 23-year-old Justin Barnett to 
her apartment. The plan was for Abney 
and her then-boyfriend to rob Barnett, 
according to cops. 

Gory crime scene 

But something went wrong. Abney 
and her lover stabbed and beat Barnett 
to death, say police, who reveal the vic- 
tim’s body was chopped up in a bathtub 
and buried in a remote area. 

Says friend Jill Shelton, who’d des- 
perately searched for Barnett with some

other pals after he disappeared, “All 
we can think about is what was done to 
him. When you dismember another hu- 
man being, you cease to be human.” 

The Birmingham Police Department’s 
cold case unit finally got a break in Jan- 
uary when a witness who’d stumbled 
upon the gory crime scene finally came 
forward. 

“He said he knew of a murder,” recalls 


Det. Jonathan Ross. “He had dealt with 
it for 20 years and it was eating up his 
conscience.” 

The investigation led to Abney, now a 
40-year-old with three felony convictions 
involving drugs and burglary. Cops say 
she confessed to her role in the murder 
and is being held without bond. 

Her accomplice, a Gulf War veteran 
whose name has been kept secret by 
police, moved on with his life and 
married another gal after the murder. He 
committed suicide on July 22, the same 
day Abney was arrested. 

Cops say he was the one who bur- 
ied the remains, which they have been 
unable to find - even with cadaver dogs. 

“Nobody knew the exact location ex- 
cept for the guy who killed himself,” 
notes Ross. “He was the one who dug the 
hole.” 

Meanwhile, Shelton says: “Justin was 
humble, and he had a good heart. They 
couldn’t have taken a better person.”

A S the world’s first black 
supermodel, Beverly John- 
son rubbed elbows - and 
much more - with the rich 
and famous. And now, in a 
bombshell tell-all, she dish- 
es on everything from long 
nights of passion with late 
tennis great Arthur Ashe to a 
“short encounter” with Eddie 
Murphy.

It took Tyson less than two 
rounds to dispatch the reign- 
ing champ, Trevor Berbick, in 
Las Vegas, and Johnson says 
he showed up 19 hours later at 
her door in New York. 

“Mike was young and still

of her death at Pitie-Salpetriere Hospital. 

Officially, her time of death is listed as 4 a.m. 
But sources say the top secret documents indicate 
she may have been assassinated in the ambulance 
on the way to the hospital - or have died HOURS 
before the death announcement to give officials 
time to cover things up. 

Says an intelligence source familiar with The 
Diana Files, “There’s a massive gap in the timeline 
from the accident to Diana’s arrival at the hospi- 
tal. And she was left lying at the accident scene 
for nearly 45 minutes before being taken away. 

“Something was very odd. And somebody 
wanted her dead.” 

A source close to Britain’s M15 security agency 
told GLOBE, “We know there were two different 
groups with interests in seeing the Princess 
eliminated.

Toxicology tests 

The real autopsy report “shows the Princess 
was pregnant and contains ‘unofficial’ testimony 
from medical staffers who saw key blood test 
results and the embryo’s image on an X-ray,” 
says the intelligence source. 

Radiologist Dr. Elizabeth Dion and nurse 
Jocelyn Magellan claimed they saw the fetus 
in Diana’s womb. Dr. Dion told friends her 
evidence was “incontrovertible,” but she was 
never called to testify about it during “official 
hearings.” 

And toxicology tests were tampered with, too! 

“Once the pregnancy was discovered, doc- 
tors got orders to destroy the evidence,” says the 
intelligence source. “They embalmed Diana’s 
body, which contaminated all blood and tissue, 
then switched her tissue samples with another 
dead woman. 

At the 2007 British inquest, tissue samples 
harvested after the crash were declared “biologi-

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TRAPPED lY HER OWN FAT! 

Firemen NEED CRANE te save 910 lb gai 


A SUPER-SIZED gal’s chilling 
medical emergency turned into 
a shocking sideshow when New 
York firefighters used a crane and 
cargo net to haul the 910-pounder 
out of her apartment. 

Massive Marie Bowman was too big 
to fit through the door - after rescuers 
removed the entire frame - and can’t 
walk. So emergency workers hoisted her 
through a window in the second-floor 
apartment, prompting sneers and jeers 
from bystanders. 

“It made me feel very bad, like a spec- 
tacle,” moans Bowman. “Like a three-ring 
circus.” 

Bowman apparently suffers from 


lymphedema, a con- 
dition in which fluid 
swells fat cells. She’s 
also suffered a tragic life 
including two failed marriages and the 
deaths of her son, mother and grand- 
mother within a two-year period. 

Ironically, her 19-year-old son was a 
security guard at the World Trade Cen- 
ter and survived the 9/11 terrorist attacks 
in 2001 because he was off duty that day. 
But he died a month later in a motorcycle 
accident. 

Bowman says she was devastated by 
the deaths, but it wasn’t until last Septem- 
ber that she lost the ability to move her 
legs and became housebound. 


“I was pivoting to sit down on the 
bed, and then I couldn’t swing my other 
leg back,” she recalls. “I keep trying to 
move my legs, but I just can’t do it.” 

Since then, the retired state worker 
has relied on aides to help her shift her 
bulk. But on Aug. 21, she felt so ill she 
called 911. Despite the humiliation of be- 
ing transported in a cargo net, she says it 
was nice to finally feel the sun on her face 
after nearly a year’s confinement. And 
she’s now vowing to get healthy. 

“This is my life, not a show,” she says. 
“I want to live. I am determined to get 
better. Weight reduction, exercise. It’s 
scary to know you can pick up that kind 
of weight.”
